Dear Editor, . 

Please find an appropriate place in 
the magazine for an EXPLICIT state- 
ment to the effect that "All Times Are 
Eastern Time." 

There may be some users from the 
Central, Mountain, or Pacific time zones 
who assume that the times listed in the 
Update are somehow already "adjusted" 
for their zones, since local time is the 
actual determinant for accessing the 
service at the lowest rate. 

This same problem is faced by 
international shortwave radio broad- 
casters, but on a lot larger scale, since 
their audience is scattered across 24 
time zones rather than just four. For 

this reason, nearly all 
published schedules 
of international 
service broadcasts, 
as Opposed to 
strictly domestic 
ones, list the 

























starting time of programs based on a 
24-hour clock set to "UTC" (the initials 
of the French translation of Universal 
Co-ordinated Time), which for all 
practical purposes is the same as the 
old "GMT" (Greenwich Mean Time). 
The broadcaster will then include a 
UTC-to-Local-Time-Conversion table, or 
else will list programs using both UTC 
and local times. 

I really wish there was a way, 
without degrading or limiting the 
AppleLink service, to handle this time- 
zone problem in the same manner as 
our national television networks: "All 
times listed are Eastern or Pacific." But 
duplicating the forums in each time- 
zone would probably result in the 
formation of a regionalized, rather than 
nation-wide community of Apple users, 
which I don't think would be as 
desirable. 

Other than that, I like the Update 
magazine, and look forward to the next 
issue — maybe it will have a Step-By- 
Step Uploading Guide?
